The inadequacy of loading and ur 
loading facilities in most war theatres 
has often necessitated throwing boxes 
of supplies overboard and either 
floating or carrying them ashore. To 
mect this situation, sometimes fur- 
ther complicated by the time clement, 
the navy has developed with private 
industry a new type of board, which 
resists rough handling, to replace 
ordinary wooden boxes, and treated 
cardboard cartons unaffected by im 
mersion,. 

Wooden barrels, paper bags and 
fibre drums have been perfected for 
packaging chemical products in the 
absence of steel drums, The shortage 
of steel drums, tin cans and othe 
metal containers has created difficult 
problems in the packaging of all 
sorts of products, from talcum pow 
der and toothpaste to black powder 
and cyanide, 

Fibre drums have received first 
call as alternate containers for many 
chemical products, Some are water 
proofed or otherwise improved as to 
impermenbility by plastic coatings 
acid-resistant paints, asphalt, parat 
fin, and other materials used in the 
absence of rubber 

Cyanide, essential in the heat treat 
ment of steels for war, is being ship 
ped safely in fibre drums, as are dry 
dyestuff ind vari 
ous insectide powders Black pow 
der for blasting and certain other

Also in line with the efforts to save 
critical materials and reduce shipping 
space is a new type of lightweight 
portable shelter now in use in the 
Arctic as well as other climates, The 
shelters, designed to save not only 


transportation space but also heat- 
ing fuel, are sufficic ntly light and 
compact to permit carriage of a com 
plete unit by air 

Dehydration of foods has led to a 
tremendous saving in shipping space 
A new process has been devised to 
supplement dehydration, under which 
food will be compressed, wrapped and 
Sealed into blocks. Savings in space 
amount to about 40 per cent. for dried 
milk and 50 per cent. for dried eggs. 

Stevedores and stowage experts 
ulso have been busy with the space- 
conservation problem for both steam 
Ships and rail lines Thousands of 
cubie feet of shipping space, hereto- 
fore not usable under old stowage 
systems, have thus been made avail 
ible for vital materials

Greatest Advance In Militery Medical 
Sctence In This War 

Major A. Lawrence Chute, Royal 
Canadian Army Medical C rp re- 
cently returned to Canada after 
year’s service with the British Sth 
army in Nerth Africa, said that Cana 
dian Red Cross dried blood serum is 
the greatest advance in military 
medical science in this war

counth lives Major Chute said 


substitutes fare saving 


“From my own: experiences in_ the 

jattle of El Alamein I know that 
from 8,000 to 10,000 men were treat- 
ed with the serum.” 

Major Chute said the bleod serum 
was used under fire and that during 
battles doctors had given transfusions 
and remarked at the recuperative 
powers of the men after treatment, 

He said the amount of serum used 
in the El Alamein action alone was 
equal to the number of donations col 
lected in Canada in eight weeks 

I would like to impress on the 
people of Canada of the need for more 
blood donors,” Maio Chute said 
“"Whenaman sheds six points of blood 
on the battlefield, it is not asking too 
much of our people to give cne point
